1955 and 1963. The 
Pegasus club was a joint 
team of Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities. 
In 1963 Pinner turned 
professional, and played 
for Leyton Orient. 

The highest at- 
tendances ever recorded 
for an amateur match 
was the remarkable 
figure of 100,000 — the 
approved capacity at the 
Amateur Football 
Association Cup Final at 
Wembley on the 21st of 
April, 1951, when Pegasus 
beat Bishop Auckland. 

The club with the 
greatest number of 
Amateur Cup victories is 
Bishop Auckland who

This is sheer and utter 
balderdash. 

Surely the game would 
go much better with a 
national league to 
brighten up some of their 
ever so dull telecasts. 

What is likely to be 
nearer to the truth is that 
the Victorians are afraid 
— and rightly so, that 
their Soccer is just not up 
to the class or standard of 
the Sydney big-timers. 

Certainly the game in 


Sydney has a long way to 
go but in Melbourne it has 
even further. 

There is no denying that 
there is an abundance of 
talent in Victoria as their 
stars now playing in 
Sydney have proved, but 
let’s face it when these 
players were in Victoria 
there were only average 
and yards slower both in 
thought and speed than 
their New South Wales 
counterparts. 

Yes indeed, Melbourne 
officials say they do not. 
‘want a national league 
and really no one can 
blame them, for they 
would be out of their class 
in a national set-up and it 
seems they realise this 
only too well! 

It would take courage to 
start a national league 
and it seems that in New 
South Wales, South 
Australia, Queensland 
and Newcastle there are 
plenty of administrators 
and teams with “guts” 
and the know-how to get a 
national league started.

“This created a 
tremendous amount of 
extra work for the Junior 
Administration of Vic- 
toria who, I may add, rose 
to the occasion mag- 
nificently.

“Never before has 
Junior Soccer in Victoria 
passed through a period 
of such sweeping and 
rapid changes, it is en- 
visaged that as the junior 
game expands out of 
Melbourne, other regions 
will be added to the 
structure. 

“There is no substitute 
for victory, and progress 
such as ours, in a VFL 
orientated atmosphere, is 
victory indeed. I am sure 
the year 1974 could be 
looked back on as ‘the 


controlled ad- 
ministration. 

“The appointment of a 
full time coach by the 
VSF to assist soccer on a 
wider field in the future 
must be helpful to 
Juniors, provided his 
knowledge is channeled in

ENGLISH SOCCER 


By STEPHEN LUBOFSKY 


NATIONS CUP 


As I said last week, in this article I 
would like to discuss the Nations Cup, which 
is Europe’s answer to the World Cup, but is 
played with countries only from Europe. 
This very famous competition which is 
played every four years has attracted a 
considerable amount of attention from 
countries who now regard this trophy as 
second only to the World Cup in See and 


honour. 


It has only been going for 14 years and 
Russia, who then had the world famous 
goalkeeper Lev Yachin was the first winner 
in 1960. Then followed Spain in 1964, Italy in 
1968, and West Germany in 1972. West 
Germany are of course favourites after 
winning the World Cup, only a short while 


ago. 


In this article however, 
I would like to discuss 
England’s and Scotland’s 
chances in the nations 
cup. England are in 
Group 3 with 
Czechoslovakia, who 
Scotland defeated to 
qualify for the World Cup, 
Portugal and Cyprus.
